first day of May A. D. 1915 manufacture sell exchange barter deliver or give

iately cease and determine and the right to the possession of said land with 
the improvements thereon from the date of such violation to said Thirty first 
day of May A. D. 1915 shall immediately revert to the party of the first part 
its successors and assigns and theparty of the first part its successors and 
assigns shall be entitled immediately to enter upon s aid land and premises 
and to remove the party of the second part and all persons therefrom and to 
take possession thereof, and to retain such possession to its own use and 
benefit to and until said Thirty first day of May A. D. 1915 after which date 
the party o f the second part its successors or assigns shall again be en- 
titled to the possession thereof. And it is mutually covenanted and agreed 
that neither by this conveyance nor by t he map above referred to is any de- 
dication made to the public or to public use of any lands designated on 
said map as streets avenues drives lanes alleys paths or passage ways that 
the free right of w ay over and the full and absolute control of all such
